C H A P T E R XV. 


W e are all of us familiar with 
th e expression “ The R om an Re­ 
public.” 
T h ere was indeed, for 
a few centuries, som ething which 
was called a res publiea— a com­ 
m onwealth of R o m e — but it only 
functioned, more or less success­ 
fully, as long as 
Rom e 
was 
a 
small village, h u n d red s of miles 
removed from the center of civil­ 
ization. 
And it ceased to function as 
such the moment it had grown 
important enough to 
assume 
the leadership over all the peo­ 
ple of central Italy. 
Then it 
still retained the name of a R e­ 
public but the government had 
become a monopoly of a hand­ 
ful of rich families, and 
the 
Senate in which the representa­ 
tives of these clans met was not 
in any way responsible to the 
mass of Git* common people. 
As for those common people, 
th eir nam e shows what their well- 
to-do neighbors thought of them. 
They were called the proletariat. 
The Latin word proles means 
offspring. 
The proletariat th e re ­ 
for were those who, owning no 
property of their own, were only 
of value to the state on account 
of their prolific o ffsp rin g - on ac­ 
count of tile n u m b e r of children 
they produced to provide Hie real 
rulers of the city with an ample 
supply of cannon fodder. 
We usually th ink of Rom e as a 
city 
of magnificent palaces and 
temples and public edifices, which 
even 
in their ruined 
state 
im ­ 
press the visitor with the g r a n ­ 
deur 
of the only city 
that could 
ever really call itself the w orld’s 
capital. 
But during the heyday of its 
glory, when Rome had over a mil­ 
lion inhabitants, it was very much 
like a modern American city. 
A 
few noble streets in the midst of 
endless 
slums 
and 
alleyways, 
lined by ail sorts of nondescript 
an d 
ram sha ckle 
buildings, 
re­ 
served for the “ p ro le tariat’’ and 
just as in our 
modern 
towns, 
when th ere was not any room left 
for the rapidly increasing 
n u m ­ 
bers of the u n w anted multitudes. 
tilt' houses began to shoot up in 
the tnt* and unscrupulo us contrac­ 
tors 
erected 
shoddy 
tenem ent 
houses, six an*! seven stories high, 
to take care of the ever increas­ 
ing rn isses of su perfluous h u m a n ­ 
ity. 
Tile old Home had been essen­ 
tially a peasant state 
and 
her 
wars had been fought by sturdy 
boys from the farms, who being 
innured against every 
sort 
of 
physical hardship had easily been 
able to overcome the difficulties 
of their endless campaigns am idst 
the trackless j u n g l e s of n o rthern 
Europe and across the scorching 
deserts of Africa. 
Hut the children of the pro- 
f<‘'>*ionnl p« olctariot, 
brought 


up on the dole, lacked all tile 
physical qualities necessary for 
that sort of pioneering and in 
the end. Rome had 
gone 
to 
pieces for lack of suitable re­ 
cruits. 
Her rulers had thereupon beer, 
obliged to hire mercenaries from 
am ong those wild Teutonic tribes 
who until then had never 
been 
allowed to set foot on R om an te r ­ 
ritory. 
And those hirelings, as soon ns 
they had lost their awe 
before 
Hie very nam e of “ Unconquerable 
Rom e,” and had sensed the in­ 
herent weakness of the 
govern­ 
ment which employed them, had 
quite n atura lly 
refused 
to 
be 
tcruted any longer 
tis 
“ subject 
rac es” and had insisted that they 
be recognized as full-fledged citi­ 
zens. 
That accounts for the claim of 
St. Paul that as ii Roman citizen 
he had a right to bring his case 
before a Roman tribunal. 
Many people, if ever they g n r 
the m a tter 
a 
second 
thought, 
wonder how a Jewish tentmakoi 
from the Asiatic city of Tarsus 
could possibly claim Rom an citi­ 
zenship. 
It was really very simple. E ith­ 
er lie himself or his fath er had 
bought that citizenship, as h u n ­ 
dreds of th ousands of other for­ 
eigners had done, oil account of 
the privileges to which it entitled 
them after they 
had 
acquired 
th eir papers. 
And in this way, the 
R om an 
Republic had dug its own grave. 
It had allowed its peasantry 
to 
degenerate into a city proletariat. 
And ‘hat 
proletriat, 
not 
liking 
its own miserable position, 
had 
become a constant menace to the 
state. 
Until the last three centuries of 
the R e p u b lic s existence, it had 
been safe to say th a t Rom e was 
lit) longer in any way a Democra­ 
cy but an “ Oligarchy, te m pered 
by revolt.” 
The stories of these quarrels 
between the Haves and the Have­ 
nots are to be found 
on 
every 
page of R om an history, once tho 
city had become the center of an 
Empire. 
And they led tip to such a 
state of anarchy that in 
tile 
end, tile obi law which Mates 
that “autocracy is alway* tin* 
result of had Democrat') ” be­ 
gan to function. 
Rome returned to 
that 
one- 
man form of government, which 
this time did not take the form of 
a kingship. a> it had done some 
hun d red years before, hut which 
this time m anifested itself as a 
dic tatorship- u n d e r . «_ military 
commander-in-chief 
who 
was 
known as an im perator 
or 
em ­ 
peror.

Z. That Schedule A annexed hereto is the tax record 


required by the act first above mentioned and contains 
the description of all lands in the aforesaid county upon 
which taxes, which were assessed for the years men- 
tioned therein, have remained unpaid for more than one 
vear after they were returned as delinquent, the descrip- 
tion of all lands in said county heretofore bid off in the 
name of the State and thus held and upon which taxes 
•which were assessed subsequent to the tax for which 
such lands were sold to the State have remained unpaid 
for mote than one year after they were returned as de- 
linquent, and the description of all lands in said county 
•which are delinquent for any installment of taxes tinder 
the provisions of the act last above mentioned: 


R. That extended separately in said schedule against 


each description of said lands therein contained are (a) 
the total amount of delinquent taxes upon said descrip-

Both Puerto 
Rican . interests

The House has before it the 


Senate-passed King bill, under 
•which special industry commit- 
tees would be set up to find out 
what Puerto Rican wage mini- 
mums ought to he. The bill is 
okay by the AVagc and Hour 
j>eople, but every time an effort 
is made to pass it, it gets tag- 
ged with broad amendments ex- 
empting big labor groups 
on 


the mainland, which the Wage 
and Hour folks won't, stand for. 
Result, so far, is no action at 
nil. 


Meanwhile the situation on the 


island is bad. Aside from sugar, 
the big industry is needlework, 
with

CHAPTER XV. 


We are all of us familiar with 


the expression "The Roman Re- 
public." 
There •was indeed, for 


a few centuries, something which 
was called a res puhlica—a com- 
monwealth of Rome—but it only 
functioned, more or less success- 
fully, as long as 
Rome was a 


small village, hundreds of miles 
removed from the center of civil- 
ization. 


And it ceased to function as 


such the moment it had grown 
important enough to 
assume 


the leadership over all the peo- 
ple of central Italy. 
Then it 


slill retainer! the name of a Re- 
public but the government had 
become a monopoly of a hand- 
ful of rich families, and 
the 


Senate in which the representa- 
tives of these clans met was not 
in any way responsible to the 
mass of the common people. 


As for those common people, 


their name shows what their well- 
to-do neighbors thought of them. 
They were called the proletariat. 


The Latin word proles means 


offspring. 
The proletariat there- 


for were those who, owning no 
property of their own, were only 
of value to the state on account 
of their prolific offspring—on ac- 
count of the number of children 
they produced to provide the real 
rulers of the city with an ample 
supply of cannon fodder. 


We usually think of Rome as a 


city of magnificent palaces and 
temples and public edifices, which 
even in their ruined state 
im- 


press the visitor with the gran- 
deur of the only city that could 
ever really call itself the world's 
capital. 


But during the heyday of its 


glory, when Rome had over a mil- 
lion inhabitants, it was very much 
like a modern American city. A 
few noble streets in the midst of 
endless 
slums 
and 
alleyways, 


lined by all sorts of nondescript 
and 
ramshackle 
buildings, 
re- 


served for the "proletariat" and 
just as in our 
modern 
towns, 


when there was not any room left 
for the rapidly increasing 
num- 


bers of the unwanted multitudes, 
the houses began to shoot up in 
the air and unscrupulous contrac- 
tors 
erected 
shoddy 
tenement 


houses, six and seven stories high, 
lo take care of the ever increas- 
ing masses of superfluous human- 
ity. 


The old Rome had been essen- 


tially a peasant state 
and 
her 


wars had been fought by sturdy 
boys from the farms, who being 
innnrsd against every 
sort 
of 


physical hardship had easily been 
able to overcome the difficulties 
of their endless campaigns amidst 
the trackless jungles of northern 
Europe and across the scorching 
deserts of Africa. 


But thf children of the pro- 


fessionnl proletariat, 
brought 


vu) on the dole, lacked all the 
physical qualities necessary for 
that sort of pioneering «nd in 
the end. Rome had 
gone to 


pieces for luck of suitable re- 
cruits. 


Her rulers had thereupon beer, 


obliged to hire mercenaries from 
among those wild Teutonic tribes 
who until then had never 
been 


allowed to set foot on Roman ter- 
ritory. 


And those hirelings, as soon as. 


they had lost their awe 
before 


the very name of "Unconquerable 
Rome." and had sensed the in- 
herent weakness of the 
govern- 


ment which employed them, had 
quite naturally 
refused 
to 
be 


terated any longer 
as 
"subject 


races" and had insisted that they 
be recognized as full-fledged citi- 
zens. 


That accounts for the claim of 


St. Paul that as a Roman citizen 
he had a right to bring his case 
before a Roman tribunal. 


Many people, if ever they give 


the matter 
a 
second 
thought, 


wonder how a Jewish tentmaker 
from the Asiatic city of Tarsus 
could possibly claim Roman citi- 
zenship. 


It was really very simple. Eith- 


er he himself or his father had 
bought that citizenship, as hun- 
dreds of thousands of other for- 
eigners had done, on account of 
the privileges to which it entitled 
them after they 
had 
acquired 


their papers. 


And in this way. the 
Roman 


Republic had dug its own grave. 
It had allowed its peasantry 
to 


degenerate into a city proletariat. 
Ar.d 
*hat proletriat, not liking 


its own miserable position, 
had 


become a constant menace to the 
state. 


Until the last three centuries of 


the Republic's existence, it had 
been safe to say that Rome was 
no longer in any way a Democra- 
cy but an "Oligarchy, tempered 
by revolt." 


The stories of these quarrels 


between the Haves and the Have- 
nots are to be found 
on 
every 


page of Roman history, once the 
city had become the center of ap 
Empire. 


And they led up to such a 


state of anarchy that in 
the 


end, 
the old law which states 


that ''autocracy is always the 
result of bad Democracy"' he- 
gan to function. 


Rome returned to 
that 
one- 


man form of government, which 
this time did not take the form of 
a kingship, as it had done some 
hundred years before, but which 
this time manifested itself as a 
dictatorship- under, a_ military 
•r-ommander-in-chief 
who 
was 


known as an imperator or em- 
peror.
